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The after final amendment filed on 6/10/02 will not be entered because it raises 
issues that would require further search and/or consideration. For example, in claim 15 
the scope of the claim has been changed by removing the limitation of having adhesive 
between the glass and plastic and requires further searching and consideration. Also in 
claim 26, the scope of the claim has been changed from a method of making a glass 
and plastic composite to a method of reducing curvature distortion in a plastic. This 
would require further search and consideration and it is also new matter because the 
specification does not appear to mention a method of reducing curvature distortion or 
annealing a plastic to a shape of a glass through microwave radiation and then 
removing the formed plastic.
